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ORDINANCES AND BY-LAWS 


THE COLUMBIAN UNIVERSITY 
DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA, 


Adopted at the Annual Meeting of the Corporation, June 24, 1873. 


CHARTER. 
\х Аст to incorporate the Columbian College in the District of Columbia. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That there 
be erected, and her by is erected and established, in the District 
of Colunibia, a College, for the sole and exclusive purpose of edu 
eating youth in the English, learned, and foreign languages, the 
liberal arts, sciences, and literature; the style and title of which 
shall be, and her by is declared to be, “The Columbian College
